The Story of “Jessie, the Flow’r o’ Dunblane.” By A. B. Cooper. 


HELLEY tells us that “our sweetest songs 
rane those that tell of saddest thonghta,” 
and it is certainly troo that many of our 
sweetest songs are associated with sad circum: 
haps in thia see-saw of life it is 
inevitable that it should be s0, yet it romaine 
remarkable that so many women immortalized 
should have seeined to oate much less 
for the singer than the world cates for the song 
itself, and” very often bestowed their love 
elsowhere. Tt was not otherwise with Robert 
Tannabill and his " Jessie 
Paisley ia proud of Tannahill, ‘The town 
celebrated the centenary of his birth exactly 
fifty years ago with great distinction, and 
probably the majority of its natives consider 
tho best sight in tho placo to bo the gentle 
poct’s statue, "Cannell died ‘om May 17th 
1810, and in this year of 1924 his fame rests 
on thrve oF four songs, of which “Jessie, the 
Flow'r o' Dunblane,” is perhaps the best.

As Burns yas a ploughman and small farmer, 
‘Tounahill was a weaver, and almost all his 
verses were compored to the click-olacke of the 
shuttle. “He had a deal board fixed to his k 
post, anon this lay paper and quill, topcther 
Hith @ wellsecured ink:bottle, that the poet 
weaver might make permanent the stanzas he 
composed and memorized as ho worked 

‘On the saine boant often lay a flute, and 
in the intervals of work he amused himzclf try 
Hunting up old melodies to which to wed new 
wonls, and playing them, for his dute was hie 
great hobby and amusement, For a time be 
fod his re nied 10 Lanoushire, the 
latter settling in Preston and the former in 
Volton; but both returned eventually to 
Paisley, ‘Tannabill sccms to have had but one 
Tove affair, the object of which his chiet bio- 
grapher, David Semple, names as Janet Tennant, 


a native of Dunblane, Perthebire, most of whos? 
life seers to have been spent in Paisley, 

Janet Tennant was a little older than ber 
lover, and, perhaps finding him too well content 
with ‘courtship and little inclined to speak of 
Imarriage, she showed favour for another suitor, 
Sho would have returned to ‘Tannabill af a 
word, probably, but the proud snd sensitive 
oct would not speak it, and bade her farewell 
in indignant rhymes. She died in 1833, 

The Final Tragedy. 

In 1807 ‘Tannahill published by subscription 
his "Songs and Poems,” and though therehy 
he gained great popolarity and fame which 
cestended even to London, yet the monetary 
return for his literary labours was very smal, 
fand the gentle, diffident, despondent aman 
seme to have felt a sense of disappointment 
fand neglect. 

Hi letters and his conversation became more 
‘and more charged with melancholy. He speaks, 
for instance, of "the insupportable misery of 
life." During @ short visit to Glasgow he 
showed tmmistakable signs of mental derange- 
ment, A friend saw hira back to Paisley and 
‘apprised his married brothers of his state, ‘Three 
of them stayed with him until he seemed asleep 
and settled for the night, and then went to 
their respective homes. 

"That was about ten o'clock. About midnight 
fone of them was passing the house, saw the 
‘door open, went in to investigate, found the 
poet's bed empty, and gave the alarm. A little 

ter poor Tannahill’s coat was found on the 
ial bridge. He had gone the way of the lad 
who “perished in his prime,” Chatterton, and 
died hy his own hand.

OME cighty miles north-west of Marseilles 
Ties the Httle town of Nimes, famans in 
Roman times ax one of the Baths of the Empire ; 
but now visited by the tourist for a few hours 
nly. ‘Tho Arena dominates the town, all 
roads lead to it, as they did in Roman days 
Unlike the Coliseum, the Arena at Nimes 
is stil weed for ite original purpose. "There, 
seated on the sme stone benches which theic 
Roman ancestors. once used, the Nimois go to 
fee a cinema production, to hear a band, t0 500 
theatrical troupe, oF a Provencal bollight, 
Man Against Beast. 

Tt is no Blood-cunling spectacle, but yot is 
f thrilling contest of man against ‘beast, with 
the odds slightly in fayour of th8 latter. Tho 
boll, whose Horns are padded, wears attached 
to a atring tied between them and banging

UL listeners are familiar with the scratch. 
scratch of the Moree code, but how many 
them know anything of its inventor ? 
The man who made Moree was an Ame 
‘Samuel Morse, who was born in the year 17 
Ho began his career as an artist, and having 
finished his education at Yale University, he 
ceame to England to study painting. He wos 
{among other distinctions, a gokd medal for his 
First effort in sculpture. Later, he returned to 
Arueriva ancl beeaine Professor of Arte at New 

York University 

A Struggle with Povacty. 
But apart from att, he was keonly interested 
in chemintry, particularly eletrical chomistry 
in which he made many experiments... While 
fon a voyage across the Atlantic, he was attracted 
by the clumsy methods of signalling in use at 


that time, and this turned his thoughts in the 
direction in. which he afterwards found fame 
He invented a systom of magnetic telegraphy 
in which the imersage was spelt out in the well- 
‘known dots and dashes of the modern Morse 
Cone. 

He exhibited thie invention to the American 
Congress and tried in vain to patent his inven:

Dean, Stanley, for instance, tho “little 
Arthur” of "Tom Brown's Schooldays,”” 
nd in later life, a famous Dean of Westminster 
fand n great favourite of Queen Victoria, wax 
quite tuneless, ‘The charm of the beautifully~ 
ened organ which is one of tho Abbey's great 
attractions, ax well as the simplest: hymn 
ung by the famous choir, were quite lost upon 
bin. He had no eat for masic, although he was 
‘aman of great culturo and a lover of poetry and 
its rhythm, 

A Dean With Two Tunes. 

Strangely enough, another dean, much. in 

the public eye, i# tuncless. "This is Dean Tnge, 

"d, ly his somewhat Iogubrions 
id his pessimistic utterances, the 
nickname of "The Gloomy Dean.” Perhaps his 
deafness to tone, tune, and time is responsible 
for hix pessimism, for a world without music 
must be rather a dull place. 

However, Dean Inge can neither sing nor 
recognize tunes. ‘The only two tunes he knows, 
according to his own confession, ate “God Suva 
the King” and "D'yo ken John Peel t”
